PAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE (PPCC) 

The April 6, I960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned, "What.' 

Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the PPCC. This adver- 
tisement announced the formation of the PPCC in Hew York City, 
listed various sponsors of the Committee and declared the FPCC 
intended to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to 
neutralize the distorted American press on Cuban affairs. 

"The Hew York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr. 
CHARLES A. SAHTOS-BUCH identified himself as one of the organ- 
izers of the PPCC. Also, Dr. SAHTOS-BUCH identified ROBERT 
TABER as a co -organizer of the PPCC and said TABER drafted the 
aforementioned PPCC advertisement. Dr. SAHTOS-BUCH further 
testified that he and TABER’ obtained $3»i?00 from the Cuban 
Government through the son of Cuba 1 s Foreign Minister, which 
funds, along with about $1,100 collected from supporters of 
the PPCC, paid for the cost of aforementioned advertisement in 
"The Hew York Times". 

On October 3> I960, a source advised that the Social- 
ist Workers Party (SWP) in Hew York had become active in the 
PPCC, and that SWP members, in a recent PPCC election, had been 
able to remove several Communist Party members who were on the 
Executive Board of the FPCC and gain control of the organization. 
This source asserted that the SWP members believed that they 
had achieved a great influence in the course, of the Cuban 
revolution through- their control of the PPCC . 

On February 10, 1961, a second source advised that 
PHIL BART,, national Organizational Secretary and member of the 
national Committee, CP, USA, had reportedly stated recently 
that the PPCC had been captured by the Trotskyites, but that 
the CP had not given up in the PPCC. 

The SWP and the GP, USA, have, been designated by the 
Attpmey General of the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order lOi^O.

On June 17, I960, a source advised that the 
Washington Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy (WCSNP) was 
organized, in February* 195>8, and that it continues to function 
in the Washington, D. £• area. It has no headquarters * but 
utilized Post Office Box 8068 Washington, D. C. On May 12, 
1961., source advised that this organization is still active * 

According to this source, the aims and purposes of 
the WCSNP are: 



1. The cessation of nuclear weapons testing with 
adequate inspection. 

2,. International control of the manufacture, use 
and production. of nuclear weapons and guided 
missiles. 

3. General disarmament,. 

In March, I960, a second source advised that an 
individual, who has been identified in the past as a Communist 
Party (CP) member, described the Executive Board of the WCSNP 
as being composed of individuals "some for the left, some 
neutral, and some socialist." He said the only active people 
in the organization at that time were "the militant left and 
the socialists," plus a few individuals attracted by the question 
of fallout.

On 'June 17, I960, a source advised that the WCSNP was 
organized in February, 1958 * and that it has no headquarters, 
but utilizes Post Office Box 8068, Washington, D.C. On April 
19, 1962', this source advised that the WCSNP is still functioning.

individuals having "Party discipline or allegiance to the Soviet 
or Chinese bloc" may not serve on a Sane Committee executive 
board . 



On December 7, 1961, the source advised that Abe 
Bloom had been re-elected to the Executive Board of the WCSNP. 

A second source, on February 23, 1955? advised that 
the so ur ce had no knowledge that Abe Bloom was a Communist 
Party (CP) member, but that Bloom was an individual who supported 
CP policies at that time.

A Confidential Source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, oh February 5 , 1963 , advised that an 
open meeting of the Women Strike for Peace (WSP) was held at the 
Ethical Culture Auditorium, 1906 Rittenhouse Square, Philadelphia, 
Pa., on February 1, 1963. This was tlie opening session' of the 
East Coast Regional Conference of WSP held February 1 - 3, 1963* 

Most of the sessions were held at the Friends Select. School, 

17th Street and Benjamin Franklin Parkway, Philadelphia, Pa. 

ETHEL TAYLOR presided and stated that there was an overflow 
meeting in the- room upstairs who were listening to the session 
by means of a loud speaker. TAYLOR sai$ .that 1 delegates were 
present' from nearly all the eastern states. She mentioned that 
I. F. STONE, who Had beep scheduled . to Sp'eak, was ill and could not. 
dome ahd that Mrs. : BLANCHE POSNER of Scarsdale, N. Y.’, who had 
been before the House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) 
in Washington', D. C., would speak in STONE's place. TAYLOR' also 
mentioned that Canon COLLINS of St. Paul's Cathedral, London, 
and a leader, of the British Disarmament Movement, would speak at > 
2124 Chestnut Street, at 8:30 p.m., February 12, 1963. - 1 

. WILLIAM . FITTS RYAN, Congressman from New York, who had 
voted against the appropriation for the HCUA, spoke on the subject 
"•A* Congressman Looks At Disarmament; The substance of 
Congressman Ryan's speech is set forth below > ' 
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The WSP is a remarkable, efficient and forward- 
looking; group and one through which a great force for 
disarmament and peace can flow. On September 21, 1961, a 
small group met in Dagmar Nils on *s living room and has now 
grown to 500,000 women dedicated to peace. Tdere is only 
one flaw and that is that it puts me in a position of in- 
equality - for I am only a man. Your movement has proved 
that ordinary American citizens can translate' their concern 
about the world, and especially the children, into effective 
action for the welfare of mankind. Man has now the power to 
build a world free from disease and poverty; he also has 
the power to destroy it utterly • Which will he choose to do? 
WSP is leading the movement against destruction. Our world 
has reached such a degree of complexity that citizens have 
less and less immediate contact with government and less 
and less control over its actions.. In 1812, the' man in the 
street was debating intelligently the issues Involved in the 
British interference with our shipping and was In a position 
to make suggestions to his government. Now, none of us is 
informed enough to know what is going on and events happen 
in such rapid succession that most of us have a - feeling of" 
helplessness and frustration* In spite of this, there is much 
to be done and the fight has only just started. WSP is 
concerned to get action and they demand results. Today we" 
stand on the brink of disaster - we live in a time when bombs' 
come off the assembly line, we face annihilation by mistake, . 
we are threatened by war by accident - by reaction to false' 
alarm. Men and machines are both faulty and some finger may 
tremble and loose on us unthinkable consequences. Every 
lesson Of history points to our being on the way to obliteration 
that Is, unless some rebel group arises to bring relief. 

I think there Is hope. Points of view are changing. 
The future of the West depends on our achieving disarmament in 
time. The road to disarmament will be long; the fight for it 
must be stepped upj we rau3t getjour best minds to work upon it. 
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The U. S. Arras Control and Disarmament Agency has 
not lived up to expectations. The appropriation for it is 
infinitesimal - only per U. S. citizen - less than what 
is spent on our fisheries. We need, leadership for disarmament 
and peace. Man faces the supreme decision - to destroy or to 
develop . 



Following RYAN's speech there was a question and 
answer period. Among the questions asked of Congressman RYAN 
were the following: 

Ik It not true that the HCUA arose in response to 
aggressive subversion by GUS HALL, ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN and 
others? RYAN stated that the HCUA suppresses freedom of speech 
and assembly. It has no business investigating subversion 
that lies with the judiciary and the Federal Bureau of . ‘ 

■ Investigation. 

Another question concerned how the WSP could 
prevent the HCUA from getting their appropriation to. .carry on 
their work. RYAN answered that the HCUA asks for a specific 
appropriation each year - in 1961 six Congressmen , voted against 
it. and in 1-9.62 only two Congressmen voted against it. 

Another individual asked the question as to whether 
it would be better to form a third party to work for peace, 

RYAN answered that it is better to work within the framework of 
our two party system than to have a third party created around 
the peace issue. He recommended that "peace-minded candidates 
be nominated within the two major parties. 

BLANCHE POSNER was the next speaker.. 'The substance 
of her remarks was as follows: 
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* The reason why I am opposed to the HCTJA is that 
women cannot fight for peace in a country where there is such 
a committee tolerated. It ‘ investigates you when you infiltrate 
into the peace movement, . When I was subpoenaed* I was scared to 
death - but when I saw the really pathetic and helpless men 
sitting up there, . I had no other feeling but contempt, Doyle 
was chewing on a cigar and reading a newspaper and the other 
two were no better, Doyle talked about the Communist conspiracy 
and asked if I saw the copy of the Communist Manifesto, I did 
not answer his questions, I took the Fifth Amendment forty 
times and set a record, I did it because if I had answered only 
one question, • I would have let myself in for naming names and 
this Is not a decent thing to do, Doyle said the people In the 
peace movement had an exaggerated concern for peace. When the 
women laughed, he weakly warned against any demonstrations but 
we went on applauding. 

The HCTJA committee soon looked lonely, badgered and 
miserable. We remembered how they voted against the TJ.N. bond issue 
and the Disarmament Agency, Wearing daisies in our hats was a far 
cry from a Communist infiltration, but they could not see it. 

Someone has said that the Fifth Amendment is the greatest attempt 
to become civilized that was ever made. It is not meant to hide 
the guilty but to protect the innocent; Total result? We would 
like to send the HCTJA a vote of thanks, they gave us wonderful 
publicity. We received letters > ehecks and telegrams of praise from 
all over the world. In South American New Zealand and Australia, 
in Morocco, Holland, England demonstrations were made at the American 
Embassies, Wonderful victory parties were given for us. ' One 
reason we have been so successful is that we strike a common 
denominator in ©ur care for children. We do not Seek to overthrow 
our Government or to serve any foreign government* Our greatest 
reward was when the men asked if they could form a men 1 s auxiliary. 
We are delighted and we hope for a Men Strike for Peace. 

POSNER was asked if she thought the HCTJA would hold 
another hearing concerning the activities of the WSF; She 
replied "No, I think they have had it."

Mr. and Mrs. ALLEN SAWYER, Mr. and Mrs. ALAN CROWELL, 

"Rev. LOTHROP told of his past association with the Saugus Church. 
He mentioned past ministers of the Saugus Church whom he had had 
association with. 

"In mentioning Rev. MOSES WALKER, a recent past minister at 
Saugus, he said that someone needs to put a harness on MOSES 
and stay with him to keep it on.

During one visit a woman 
from Hiroshima brought gifts for the Pope, among 
them a lump of something which she said was a part 
bf a human bone impregnated with pieces of metal 
and everyone turned white. The Pope was obviously 
'deeply committed to peace and wanted to do something 
positive. The Italians were all very friendly 
and when they saw the large blue tags we were 
wearing they were most cordial. We met with many 
other peace workers and interviewed by the press, 
in Geneva we were received by the World Council 
of Churches and encouraged in our work; they 
praised WSP program and had a statement for all 
peoples. Russian Orthodox there. Talked to 
Soviet representative to Geneva Conference, who 
Complained that US could. not be trusted in view 
of our testing and other acts of aggression. Visited 
US representatives who spoke of technical details 
in setting up a treaty. We were feeling low whwn 
U THANT arrived, he was most gracious and said. 
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"your work is dear to my heart and please keep 
on with it. We set up a vigil at the Palais 
des Nations and gor police protection. We had 
banners or packards with quotations from U 
THANT, the Pope and others in French and English; 
but the police would not let us use them. So we 
threw them on the ground and reporters came and 
took pictures of' them. We stood there all night 
in the pouring rain. We visited delegates from 
other nations, the Polish delegate being especially 
kind and understanding. In Paris we talked to the 
press and also in Frankfurt and in Munich.

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"If the US wanted a test ban treaty we would aecept 
the Russian plan and if they wanted one, they would 
accept our plan; as a matter of feet, neither side 
can make up its mind and the military on both sides 
want testing and so does industry, because if your 
are selling weapons or anything else you naturally 
want the latest model to sell. Fear also helps 
the side that wants testing. Nobody trusts anybody 
else. The Franch and British distrust us. The 
Pope spoke the truth when he said we need a world 
community. What is WSP going to do in the next 
few months? Everybody wants peace from the Pope 
down - even congressmen. But they are ignorant 
about it; they get very little mail about pe'ace. 

Send them some. You have played an important part 
in the world and made a wide impression considering 
the smallness of your group. You are a very small 
Minority. The peace movement must dig in for a long 
haul and a hard one. Have you ever noticed that

The US has the biggest military force in the world. 

3 million men under arms and an enormous air lift. 

But somehow we can’t do anything and neither can 
the Russians. Vietnam has more and more American 
arms. They began with bows and arrows, but as more 
and more American soldiers run away they leave their 
weapons behind them. Weapons are so terrible now that 
the consequent immobility of the great powers is 
pretty complete. What I would like to see is for SWP 
to build a militant women's organization by winning 
a woman for peace in every block of every city. The 
way to make peace with Cuba is not to starve the 
people. In making economic war on Cuba we are 
breaking the Treaty of Bogota. What we ought to do 
is to send the Peace Corps down there. When NASSAR 
took Suez we were not concerned; but when CASTRO took 
sugar, that hurt. What we should do is to ask for 
compensation for American property confiscated; they 
have offered to pay, but we turn a deaf ear. If we 
Resume trade with Cuba they will pay for the American 
property they took. Why don't we explore the possibilities 
of U THANT'S proposals - to accept demilitarization of 
Cuba with international guarantees against American 
aggression? Why don't the papers print things like 
that? The public has never heard of it. China has 
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".a quarrel on- with the Russians; why don’t we 
accep't. her proposal for a nuclear-free Pacific?. 

They have offered this several times and each 
time we give them a slap in the face. Some day 
we will regret it. We’ve got to negotiate with 
China- some time. Why is the State Department so 
cool to the suggestion of 5 Latin American powers 
for a nuclear-free Latin Ameria? It is because 
Germany doesn’t want a nuclear-free Germany and 
neither, do we. . The genii we ought to be forcing' 
back into the bottle is German militarism. We. 
are too busy to think. But we do have some 
freedom left and we need to get people to realize 
that we. must move away from a,. narrow nationalism 
into a world community for peace.- The WSP can 
work on getting people to realize that this is the 
• Only way to save ourselves.

CHICAGO COMMITTEE TO DEFEND 
THE BILL OF RIGHTS 

The Chicago Committee to Defend the Bill of Rights 
(CCDBR) maintains .headquarters in Suite 424, 431 South 
Dearborn Street , Chicago , Illinois. 

A- source advised in July, 1960 , ‘that RICHARD CRILEY, a 
member of the Civil Liberties Commission;, Communist Party (CP) 
of Illinois 9 ‘met with key leaders of the CP of Illinois and 
discussed with them the fact that the climate in the United 
States on civil liberties and civil rights issues had changed 
to the extent that it was ^now possible to proceed to form, a new 
organization with broad mass support. By doing so, CRXLEY 
believed that people who would not associate themselves with 
an organization of narrow scope would join a civil liberties 
and civil rights organization 1 built around a broader issue such 
as the abolishment of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities (HCUA) . The CP, leaders, after receiving assurance 
from CRILEY that any new organization that might evolve would 
protect the Party interests , ' authorized CRILEY to proceed with 
his plan to form a broader organization. 

A second soufce advised on October’ 31 , I960, -‘that a 
new organization known as the Chicago Committee to Defend the- 
Bill of Rights was formally launched in Chicago at a meeting 
on October 26, 1960. ” The stated primary purpose of the new 
organization' was to seek the abdlition of the HCUA, and -RICHARD 
CRILEY' was named as its Executive Secretary's after having been 
.the guiding force in arranging the -October 26 , 1960 , meeting.

• _ _ The first source, in October , 'i960» advised that CRILEY 

again attended a meeting of the Illinois District CP' leadership 
on October 28 , 1960 , at which time he "reported ©n ‘ the 'organiza- 
tional meeting '©f the CCDBR. CRILEY stated 'that' the immediate" 
purpose of his organization is to ‘obtain ’ ijsass support to' abolish 
"the HCUA, but 'the new Committee purposes will 'also include* 
defense of Smith Act 'and Taft-Hartley 'victims. He ’said there 
will be no formal -affiliation with any national organization of 
.similar purpose? however , the CCDBR; according to CRILEYj will' 
consult and have liaison with national • organizations having ' thfe 
same purpose.- According to the source, the CP [ leadership agreed 
with the general direction of the CCDBR as outlined by CRILEY. 

A third source advised on May 3, 1962', that the CCDBR 
continues 'to adhere to the same aims and purposes and operates 
under the same leadership. 
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
